That is debatebal, and anyways that would 
only be in the future. But at this point in time In north america, most aniaals are hand 
led on factory farms, and those are real horror stories. The reason people say that if 
we used all the grain that is now used to feed cattle and other animals t« we could feed 
all the starving people in the world, is Ijecause right now so much grain is pulped inte 
the meat industry. Actually the way it vorls now is that farmers keep having to increase 
their grain yeilds in order te even be able t© sell enogh to make enough money to survive, 
S® the govemmenet buys all this grain, but what to do with it. A let of it just sits ar 
ound in silos rotting away, feedin;? rats and other pests. But alot ©f it is also pumped 
inta the meat industry, so the more grain you have, ^;he more cattle and other animals are 
raised, (thft economy of the meat industry is really well explained and documented in 
DIET FOR A SMALL PLANET and FOOD KSH FIHST, both by Frances Moore Lapp©). S© maybe if 
all that extra grain was shipped off to the third world, things might be a little more 
balanced otit, and it*s been shown that thete would be enough to feed the whole ifo#l*# 
Besides with our technology and knowledge and facilities we could keep screwing enough 
grain for quit© a while, (the only problem with this being that a lot of this technology 
abuses plants and damages the environment). Fat a while you would have a let of aniaals 
roaming around, but that population would gradually decrease because it is at atst an 
inflated number now, what with factory farming, I agree that a lot of vegetarians seem 
te be elitist and perhaps hypocritical. 111 I can sa^ Is that I*a a vegetarlatt far Z 
reasons { 

i/political — not to support the factory farming industry which practices blatant specissism 
by exploiting, abusing and torturing animals, which even tf we are meants to eat »eat».

2/as far as I know animals have a consciousness that is closer to ours than that of plants, 
if plants have one, and animals seem to feel pain, anxiety, distress, ect.., while who 
knows if plants do or how— -and if there are optS^hs open, if there is the possibility 
ef existing without mx hurting anijnals, wliy no.t. do it? A* for plants, I Still respect 
them, am curious atout them, and don't waste them, 
A lot of vegetaria.ns seem to iikst care for animals more than humans, and in a way i]t*v very 
difficult not too cos we see all these shitheads around us who refuse to see any of' the 
injustice and horror going on right in front of their eyes and that they are contributing "" , 
too, while animals are helpless victims. But I also think that these shitheads, or the 
great majority of the world as their also known, are also victims.
